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Infectious  diseases  have  been  on  a  much  smaller  scale 
than  the  preceding  year.  The  Birth-rate  approximates  to  that 
of  1943.  The  Death-rate  is  lower.  Health  and  nutrition  have 
been  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level,  and  all  who  have  been 
fit  for  work  have  been  fully  employed. 

WATER. 


I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  in  Clifton  the  water 
supply  has  not  been  satisfactory  either  in  quality  or  quantity. 
Notices  have  been  displayed  warning  the  residents  to  boil  all 
water  for  domestic  use.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  area  there 
is  a  piped  water  supply  which  is  largely  obtained  from  Leeds 
and  Otley  reservoirs.  Samples  are  periodically  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Laboratories  both  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examinations.  Where  there  are  public  water  mains, 
a  supply  is  carried  direct  to  the  houses  and  farms.  In 
Clifton,  Denton  and  Weston.,  a  few  farms  and  cottages  are 
supplied  from  stand-pipes. 


SEWERAGE . 


The  sewerage  works  at  Pool  which,  in  addition  to 
treating  the  sewerage  of  Pool,  also  deal  with  sewerage  from 
Arthington  and  Bramhope,  are  overloaded,  and  the  enlargement 
will  have  to  be  considered  in  the  "hear  future.  A  sewer  has 
been  re-laid  at  Nesfield  and  this  discharges  into  a  private 
sewerage  outfall.

follows . 


I  rend  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  submit-  my  Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  ended  on  the 
51st  December,  1944. 

This  is  my  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  and  the 
sixth  and,  happily,  the  last,  of  the  War  period. 

At  tho  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
Report  is  in  the  abbreviated  War  time  form,  but  no  doubt 
next  year  more  detailed  particulars  and  statistics  will  again 
be  required. 

Labour  and  materials  have,  I  think,  been  even 
more  restricted,  but  in  spite  of  these  difficulties,  quite  a 
lot  of  useful  work  has  been  carried  out  and,  as  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  many 
nuisances  have  been  abated. 

There  has  not,  of  course,  been  any  building 
activity,  but  several  Estate  Plans  have  been  submitted  in 
readiness  for  the  time  when  a  resumption  is  permitted,  and 
judging  by  these  Plans  there  should  be  an  intensive  housing 
programme  in  the  area,  especially  at  Bramhope. 

From  my  last  Report  it  will  be  observed  that  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year  4  nuisances  were  outstanding, 
and  these,  together  with  a  further  170,  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  At  the  close  of  1944  there  were  still  6 
nuisances  requiring  attention. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


All  premises  have  been  inspected  periodically, 
and  there  has  not  been  any  serious  cause  for  complaint,  nor 
ha3  there  been  any  nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  black 
smoke . 


In  my  last  Report  I  referred  to  a  nuisance 
caused  by  the  pollution  of  a  stream  by  trade  effluent  and 
this  has  been  kept  under  observation. 

Conditions  were  quite  satisfactory  until  May, 
when  pollution  -  again  causing  danger  to  the  cattle  drinking 
the  water  -  was  once  more  apparent . 

I  met  representatives  of  the  Firm  concerned  and 
intercepting  traps  were  fixed  in  order  to  prevent  pollution, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  these  have  had  the  desired 
effect . 

I  have  not  received  any  complaint  from  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories  with  reference  to  nuisances  from 
Factories  in  this  area. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


The  number  of  licensed,  slaughterhouses  is  the  same  as 
last  year,  viz:- 


Bramhope  1 
Pool  1 
Langbar  2 
Norwood  1 


The  bulk  of  the  slaughtering  is  still  carried  out  at 
the  Government  controlled  premises  in  Otley,  and  only  in  the 
case  of  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  home  consumption  or 
the  urgent  slaughter  due  to  accidents,  are  these  premises 
used,  and  so  far  as  I  can  see,  not  until  rationing  is  abolished, 
will  the  free  use  of  these  private  premises  again  be  permitted. 

I  have  continued  to  inspect  them  during  the  year,  and 
have  always  found  them  clean  and  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

At  Grass  Garth  Farm,  Askwith,  it  was  found  that,  at 
the  source,  the  water  was  of  a  very  high  standard  of  purity  but 
that  pollution  was  taking  place  somewhere  between  the  Spring 
and  the  Storage  Tank,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Owner 
for  the  pipe  line  to  be  protected. 

At  Creskeld  Hall  the  Owner  has  had  the  Well  repuddled 
on  the  external  side  and  provided  with  a  new  watertight  cover 
and  this  I  feel  has  prevented  pollution  of  the  supply. 

The  Spring  at  Clifton  supplies  the  village  but  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  locate  the  source  of  pollution  and  Notice 
Boards  have  therefore  been  fixed  warning  the  Public  to  boil  the 
water  before  using  it  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  question  of  providing  an  alternative  and  wholesome 
supply  is  under  consideration  and  it  is  hoped  that  very  soon 
the  residents  will  have  a  supply  that  is  plentiful  and  in  every 
way  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  at  Fewston  and  Blubberhouses  has 
received  careful  consideration  and  we  are  hopeful  that  a  scheme 
will  shortly  be  submitted  which  will  iwenlt  in  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  this  problem. 

At  Askwith  several  minor  defects  at  the  pumping 
Station  have  resulted  in  temporary  shortages  of  water,  but  these 
have  received  immediate  attention  and  the  supply  has  always  been 
quickly  restored. 

In  all  other  instances  the  water  undertakings  are 
functioning  satisfactorily. 

Apart  from  the  laying  of  a  service  pipe  from  the  Otley 
Main  to  Carr  Farm  and  Holligreen  Cottage,  Askwith,  there  has 
not  been  any  extension  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE . 


At  Carlton  a  long  standing  nuisance  has  been  abated  by 
the  construction  of  a  new  privately  owned  sewage  plant  which 
treats  the  effluent  from  several  hutments.  The  sewage  previously 
discharged  into  the  stream  and  conditions  were  very  unsatisfactory. 


At  Middleton  it  was  found  that  the  sewage  from  property- 
in  the  Village  was  discharging  into  a  large  cesspool  which 
was  considered  to  be  inadequate.  Arrangements  have  there¬ 
fore  been  made  with  the  Ilkley  Council  for  their  sewer  to 
be  extended  to  the  Village  and  for  the  property  to  be 
connected  thereto,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  had 
not  been  commenced. 

The  sewageworks  at  Askwith  are  very  efficient,  although 
during  very  heavy  rainfall  in  December,  solids  blocked  the 
syphone  and  caused  the  sewage  to  flow  over  the  sides  of  the 
detritus  tank;  this  was  quickly  remedied  and  the  Works  have 
continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  heavy  taxing  of  the  Pool 
Works,  they  have  functioned  fairly  satisfactorily  through¬ 
out  the  year,  although  in  March  it  was  necessary,  owing  to 
the  subsidence  of  the  ground,  to  relay  the  9"  pipe  from  the 
sewage  tanks  to  the  beds  and,  in  order  to  prevent  a  recurrence, 
the  drain  was  laid  on  concrete  and  haunched  on  either  side 
of  the  pipes.  A  concrete  platform  was  also  constructed  for 
the  deposit  of  sewage  solids. 

Negociations  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  the 
extension  of  these  Works,  referred  to  in  my  last  Report,  are 
still  proceeding. 

During  the  year  further  trouble  was  experienced  at  the 
Camp  Plantation  Sewagework3,  and  sewage  was  found  to  be 
discharging  into  the  dyke  at  Camp  Lane.  As  a  temporary 
measure  the  Works  were  cleaned  out  and  certain  new  parts 
provided,  but  the  only  satisfactory  and  permanent  method  of 
dealing  with  this  difficulty  is  to  extend  and  connect  the 
existing  sewer  to  the  sewer  in  The  Sycamores  which  discharges 
into  the  Leeds  System  at  Golden  Acre. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  provided  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  but  at  Nesfield,  owing  to  the  defective  condition 
of  the  existing  sewer,  new  6"  pipes  have  been  laid  for  a 
distance  of  approximately  90  yards. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 


The  production  of  a  wholesome  supply  of  milk  has  been  one 
of  my  chief  aims  during  the  year,  and  altogether  I  have  made 
501  visits  to  from  preraj  sen •  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to

conditions  have  generally  been  satisfactory . 


Samples  of  milk  ha.ve  been  taken  both  by  me  and  by  the 
County  Inspectors.  I  obtained  36  samples  from  premises 
producing  ordinary  milk,  and  at  the  "Accredited”  and 
"Tuberculin  Tested"  Farms,  the  County  Inspectors  took  135 
samples,  119  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  16  not  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  "Accredited"  licences  in  force  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  55  -  a  decrease  of  2  -  and  the  number  of 
"Tuberculin  Tested"  licences  9  -  an  increase  of  4.

The  journeys  made  by  the  Council’s  Ambulance  continue 
to  increase  in  number  and  I  set  out  below  the  journeys  etc.  made 
since  the  service  was  inaugurated.

The  work  was  carried  out  voluntarily  but,  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  that  the  drivers  who  had 
given  such  valuable  service  should  receive  recognition,  and 
arrangements  were  made  whereby  an  annual  retaining  fee  was  paid 
with  an  additional  allowance  per  hour  for  driving  and  an  allowance 
for  cleaning,  and  the  scheme  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

In  response  to  further  appeals  by  the  Government,  our 
collection  of  salvage  has  continnod,  and  whilst  we  are  unable  to 
report  financial  profit,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  having  made 
a  good  contribution  to  the  needs  of  the  services. 

Many  appeals  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Whiteley,  the  Chairman 
of  our  Public  Health  Committee,  and  the  residents  and  farmers  have 
made  a  good  response. 

Mrs.  Walker  of  Askwith  has  worked  hard  and  has  collected 
and  brought  many  loads  of  waste  to  our  dump,  and  the  thanks  of 
the  Counoil  are  due  to  her  for  her  very  valuable  help. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  under  review  the  Nation 
was  still  at  War  and  our  Civil  Defence  Services,  all  volunteers, 
were  in  being. 

We  were  very  fortunate,  ail  through  the  War,  to  escape 
War  damage,  but  if  there  had  at  any  time  been  enemy  attack,  I  am 
sure  cur  Services  would  have  done  their  duty  with  credit. 


The  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  continued 
throughout  the  year  and,  in  consequence,  we  were  not  able  to 
deal  with  several  improvements  which  we  would  have  liked  to 
carry  cut,  but  much  useful  work  has  been  done. 

Now  that  hostilities  have  ended,  the  Council’s  duties 
will  become  heavier  -  schemes  of  improvement  deferred  during  the 
War,  Water  Supplies,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Works  extensions  and 
Housing  must  all  receive  attention  ahd,  in  addition,  extra  work 
will  be  put  upon  us  as  soon  as  estate  developments  are  resumed. 

The  health  of  the  people  in  this  very  desirable  area 
has  remained  good. 

We  have  closed  a  fairly  busy  year  and  I  desire  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  (Mr.  Guy)  the 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  (Mr.  Whiteley) ,  Members 
of  the  Council,  the  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  their  valuable  help  and  co-operation,  which 
have  always  been  afforded  in  such  full  measure.
